President to I^eave Sunday For Mar­ 
ion, Ohio, His Home, to Spend The 


Fourth of July. 


After outlining the plan, purposes 
and hopes of Pennsylvania State Col- 
!lege, Center County, John M. Thomas, 
jpresident of that institution, at 
the 
(Weekly meeting of the Gettysburg Ro- 
jtary Club, Monday evening at the Bat­ 
tlefield Hotel, expressed the hope that 
{Adams county would rally to the 
fi- 
jnancial 
support of what he termed 
(“the apex 
institution of learning 
in 
(this 
s ta te .” 
Fifty 
Rotarians and 
jtheir guests were present at the Mon­ 
day evening meeting. 
Frank R. Peckman, president of the 
local club, 
presided and called 
upon 
Paul Hoffman, county farm agent, who 
in turn introduced the speaker. 
“Strong competition raises educa­ 
tional institutions to a higher plane,” 
declare^ Mr. Thomas in his opening 
remarks, 
“just as compeptition 
ad­ 
vances the standard 
of religion 
and 
(business.'' Mr. Thomas then cited the 
{University of Chicago and 
Carneige 
in s titu te as two schools that flourished 
after 
millions 
of dollars had 
been 
heaped upon them in the form of en­ 
dowments. 
“But these millions of 
dollars, given 
these schools for 
en­ 
dowing them 
perpetually, 
compelled 
other schools in the 
states of Illinois 
and Pennsylvania 
to seek new’ 
high 
levels in education. 
“State College does not want to be 
a haughty, dominating or controlling 
institution,” he declared, “but rather, 
it wishes to be a place where every 
son and daughter of Pennsylvania can 
I come, tuition free, and get the educa­ 
tion to which he or she is entitled.’ 
Mr. Thomas then outlined the rea­ 
sons why a state should seriously un­ 
dertake the business of higher educa­ 
tion. 
“If the rule is to be wise, the 
people, who rule, must be educated. 
I Washington and Madison foresaw this 
basic 
principle and 
because of this 
!foresight they started schools. 
“Science has 
brought about a 
big 
change in the social life of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
The farmer is no longer 
the man with the hoe, but is row the 
man who talks chemistry and scienti- 
jfic agriculture. 
The reason for 
this 
change was brought about by the fact

The tragic 
deaths 
of 
Captain 
George I). Hamilton 
and Sergeant 
Martin, who lost their lives when the 
airplane in which they were riding 
suddenly crashed to earth Monday af­ 
ternoon, has caused a pall to envelop 
the large 
camp 
of United States 
Marines, .which is 
located between 
the 
Emmitsburg 
Road 
and 
the 
West Confederate 
avenue, 
on the 
ground over w'hich Pickett and 
his 
brave men charged 59 years ago, in i 
a vain effort to break the line of the 
Union troops opposing them. 
As a consequense qf the deep feel­ 
ing felt throughout the rank and file 
of the Land and Sea Fighters, those 
in charge of the camp devoted the 
entire day to 
“shaking down”, 
the 
Marine term for establishing camp, 
and no manoeuvres were to be stag­ 
ed today. 
Tho first event outside of 
the regular camp routine, will bo the 
.showing 
of moving 
pictures 
this 
evening. 
This has been announced 
as one of the regular events in the 
camp, to which all visitors are in­ 
vited. 
A large open air theatre is 
being arranged in the neighborhood 
of the Virginia monument, near West 
Confederate avenue. 
Monday was a 
most unfortunate 
day in the ranks of the airmen at­ 
tached to the Marine outfit, as two 
other accidents happened in addition 
to that in which 
Captain Hamilton 
and Sergeant Martin lost their lives. 
Captain Wade Martin, of Chevy Chase, 
Washington, and Lieutenant Benjamin 
Roisw’cbor, met with misfortune wjien 
they landed in a field on the farm of 
Elmer Wagner, two and a half miles 
east of York Springs, Monday about 
noon. 
The fliers had been forced to i 
make a landing as their supply of 
gasoline was running low and they 
came down in a swampy field. 
The 
trucks under the machine were brok­ 
en in passing over a ditch and the 
machine turned over, throwing both 
men out. 
The officers 
were taken 
into the W’agner home and Dr. E. 
W. ('ashman, of Y’ork Springs, was 
called.

The entire party will be entertain­ 
ed at the camp, 
where a miniature 
White House has been erected. 
The 
Marines brought the “ White House” 
with them from Quantico, and they 
have placed it in the shadow of the 
Virginia monument, near Confeder­ 
ate avenue. 
The structure is a one- 
story wooden cottage, equipped, how­ 
ever, with virtually all the conveni­ 
ences the President enjoys in Wash­ 
ington. The “White House” at Camp 
Harding consists of two wings, one 
of which 
will be 
occupied by 
the 
President and Mrs. Harding, and the 
other by George Christian, secretary 
to the President. 
Other attaches, 
including 
White House 
detectives, 
will be encamped in the headquarters 
section of the regular camp. 
Major Lynn G. Adams, commanding 
the Pennsylvania 
State Police, 
paid 
an official visit to Gettysburg Monday 
afternoon and inspected the arrange­ 
ment* that have been made by Lieu­ 
tenant Rucker, who is in charge of the 
detachment of the constabulary here 
for the Marine encampment.

METAL SOLD FOR JUNK

New York, June 27.—Tendencies to­ 
ward improvement in the stock mar­ 
ket during the morning were checked 
by the bewildering movement of Mexi­ 
can Petroleum and the firm tone of the 
money market, call money opening at 
5 per cent. 
Mexican Petroleum de­ 
clined to 191 from which it rallied to 
198 ta followed by another .setback. 
Losses of from I to 2 points resulted 
from pressure against Pan-American, 
Producers and 
Refiners, 
California 
Petroleum, Standard Oils of New Jer­ 
sey and New York and General A s­ 
phalt. 
Reaction of I to 2 points in­

Baldwin,

cible. St. Paul preferred was weakest 
of the rails falling almost 3 points and 
coalers also yielded.

Mexican General Has 40 Employee* 
Of American Company Prisoner*.

Washington, 
June 
27 — Forty 
American employees of the Cortez 
Oil company, near Pambeco, and de­ 
structible property valued at a quar­ 
ter of a million dollars, are being 
held by a rebel general until a ran­ 
som of 15,000 pesos is paid, accord­ 
ing to a message today 
from the 
American consul at Pambeco receiv­ 
ed by the State Department. 
The dispatch was dated yesterday 
and said that the rebel General Gor- 
ozave had seized the company’s prop­ 
erty and 
was holding 
it with 240 
well-armed men. 
Some instructions 
were sent by the State Department 
to the American embassy in Mexico 
City and to the consul at Pambeco 
to urge (he American authorities to 
take immediate action for the pro­ 
tection of American life and prop­ 
erty.

The reports regarding the merger 
have been current in financial circles 
for several days, but were not gener­ 
ally credited until President Noon ad­ 
mitted that negotiations had been un­ 
der way for some time.

of tht greatest systems in the East 
because of its stragetic location. It is 
necessary to have the WVstern Mary­ 
land as a unit to make the merger a 
success, was admitted. 
It is said that the Rockefeller inter­ 
ests, which control the Western Mary­ 
land, have been working with other 
powerful New York hanking interests 
on the plan for such a merger. 
Such a merger would form a system 
of 3,401 miles, greater mileage than 
that of the Pennsylvania. 
The West­ 
ern Maryland operates 797 miles of 
this numher. 
The W. M. and the B. 
R. of I*, both tap rich coal districts 
and could furnish this traffic to the 
other roads in return for their grain 
and general traffic out of the Chicago 
and St. Louis districts. 


lf the merger goes through, it is the 
plan to construct 58 miles of road 
from the Western Maryland line at 
Confluence, Pa., to Wheeling W. Va., 
where it would join the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie. 
This would unify the 
system, assist the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie by making it possible to divert 
freight to it and give the new system 
a good seaboard connection through 
Baltimore.
